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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Miller teaches the shuffling of blocks It is clearly 
stated that the blocks are rearanges in col. 5 lines 1 1-20. Miller also teaches the two signals are inputed a lumiance (1) and a chromance 
(2) [col. 5 lines 1 1-20] Fig. 1 clearly shows two input signals to the block shuffler [fig. 1(10)]. Miller reads upon the claimed limitations as 
written. The combination of Miller and Katata teach coding the signals at two different frame rates. [Abstract; Fig. 2; Fig. 4; Fig. 8; Fig. 10; 
Fig. 12; Fig. 14; Col. 4 lines 52-60; Col. 9 lines 34-42; Col. 10 lines 52-59; Col. 11 lines 7-10] Miller in cobination with Katata and Elmaliach 
teach the grouping of frames based on the frame rate, [abstract; fig. 1; col. 3 lines 49-65; col. 4 lines 4-21; col. 5 lines 15-23; col. 6 lines 
21-45, 5-61] selecting from the most suitable is not a limiation on the system to one bit-rate for the image as understood by the Examiner. 
Thus the limiation is clearly read upon by the cited prior art. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art.
